The August 1 meeting of the NENA Board of Directors at the Merrimack Hilton was called 
to order at 1:30 p.m. by President James Rolston. Those present were Sally Kirka, George 
Gelormino, Eliott Goldberg, John Mullen, Frank Shaw, John Kittredge, Brad Taber, Jim 
Clapp, Beth Rolston, and Mary Mullen. 

The secretary’s and treasurer’s reports were read. President Rolston extended a special 
welcome to Jim Clapp after his recent illness. He then read a letter to the Board sent to 
Walter Riley by the Robbins Company regarding tooling costs for this year’s medal. 

The State Directors offered their reports. Frank Shaw, for Rhode Island, told the Board 
that Filomena Marino, former President of NENA, was recovering from a recent illness. 
Brad Taber, for Massachusetts, again praised the club activity in the Worcester area. Jim 
Rolston, on behalf of Bob Maisch who was unable to attend, reported that Conference plann¬ 
ing for 1984 was going well. Jim then reported that there was considerable interest in star¬ 
ting new clubs in the Manchester, New Hampshire area. 

The Board complimented Sally Kirka, Editor of NENA News, on the last issue, particular¬ 
ly the article on Sylvester Crosby, featured on this year’s medal.

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Higley Cent cont. 

In 1861 a Hartford dealer by the name of Alfred S. Robinson, got into the act, and made a 
souvenir restrike in brass. He reverted to the original border phrase of “Value me as you 
please and the Roman III,” however he also added a star, and the inverted hand, but no 
date. The reverse gives his vocations; banker, notary public, numismatist, dealer in stocks, 
bonds and notes, land warrants, money both American and foreign specie. I don’t know who 
struck the piece for they failed to put their initials on the die. 

By now we are up to 1927, and it is time for the American Numismatic Association to have 
their convention. You guessed it, they came to Hartford, and once again the Higley cent sur¬ 
faces, this time on the annual badge, which each member is proud to wear, even if he or she 
only wants to browse around and view the goodies. The bronze medal is on a blue ribbon pen¬ 
dant and is struck with the 1861 obverse in every detail with the exception that it is antiqued. 
The reverse has engraved the four buildings of Old Newgate Prison at East Granby. While 
around the border is stamped American Numismatic Assn., Hartford, 1927, once again no 
initials or trade name. 

As I stroll down Broad Street in Philadelphia, in 1928, at the corner of Walnut Street I see a 
newly erected building for the Fidelity Trust Co. And there twenty five feet above the 
sidewalk, imbedded in the facade, is a huge limestone replica of the Higley cent. It had the 
same design as that used on the 1861 Hartford medal; and I wondered was the architect in¬ 
spired by the 1927 A.N.A. convention badge. Your guess is as good as mine. 

Are you still with me? This next piece is a so called wooden-nickel, but the size of a silver 
dollar. It was issued to people who attended the Connecticut Coin Collectors Convention, 
held in conjunction with the XXI New England Numismatic Association; and sponsored in 
October 1965 by the Hartford Numismatic Society. Now that was a mouthful. 

My last item is a souvenir, also in antique bronze with the 1861 obverse. The reverse has 
an arrowhead, pick-axe, chain and cuffs over the words Newgate, Granby and Conn. Look 
for it at the Prison, or at the former Higley home, at Simsbury, Connecticut, a Museum 
worth visiting.

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British Royal Mint 

Britain’s Royal Mint has issued a Philatelic-Numismatic Cover (PNC) to mark the first 
day of issue of the new Twenty Pence Coin which entered the United Kingdom’s circulating 
currency on June 9,1982. Struck in cupro-nickel and in Brilliant Uncirculated condition, the 
hexagonal coin is mounted in the bottom left-hand corner of the cachet, set within its own 
“acrylic window.” In the top right-hand corner, the envelope bears the IS 1 /’ pence light 
violet postage stamp of Wales and Monmouth with the portrait of H.M. Queen Elizabeth II, 
common to all current U.K. definitive issues; together with the symbolic Welsh Dragon 
featured in its top left corner. The stamp is catalogued as Scott =36 and was first issued on 
February 24,1982. Interestingly, the portrait of Her Majesty that appears on the Stamp is by 
Arnold Machin who also designed the Queen’s portrait which appears on the obverse of all 
U.K. coins. 

The specially designed pictorial cancellation stamp dated June 9,1982 used by the British 
post office, bears a rendering of “Britannia Moneta,” a unique historical design. The figure 
of Britannia has been associated with British coinage sine 119 A.D. when she first appeared 
on a Roman Imperial coin struck during the reign of Hadrian, the famous wall-builder. 
Britannia Moneta (“Britannia striking coins”) first appeared on a souvenir medal for the 
British Empire Exhibition in 1924. The design, created by Longford Jones, shows Britannia 
striking a coin by the old fashioned “hammer” method. The cover also shows a rendering of 
a part of the Royal Mint at Llantrisant, Wales, surrounded by the inscription; “Introduction 
of the 20p coin 9 June 1982.” 

Only the second PNC ever produced by the Royal Mint, the Twenty Pence cover is an ex¬ 
citing collectors item, commemorating as it does the issue of Britain’s first new circulating 
denomination since decimalization in 1971. With the immediate sell out of the Twenty Pence 
Piedfort Silver Proof issue, the PNC offers another opportunity for enthusiasts to add the 
coin to their collection and to do it in a unique way. 

The only other PNC issued by the Royal Mint is the cover celebrating the wedding of 
Prince Charles and Princess Diana. This is still available, but will go off sale on October 31, 
1982. Hence an opportunity remains at this time to own a “complete collection” of Royal 
Mint Philatelic-Numismatic covers. The Twenty Pence PNC is priced at $6 (U.S.) and $7.50 
(CAN) and is available from the British Royal Mint, c/o Barclays BanK, P.O. Box 2560, New 
York, NY 10163.

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Bressett Joins ANA Staff 

Kenneth Bressett, former vice president of numismatics at Kagin’s Numismatic Invest¬ 
ment Corp., of Des Moines, Iowa, has accepted the position of Director of Authentication 
Services at the American Numismatic Association. In making the announcement of 
Bressett’s appointment, Edward Rochette, ANA Executive Vice President, expressed en¬ 
thusiasm about obtaining the services of Bressett, who will bring together his years of ex¬ 
perience as a professional numismatist, collector, dealer and educator to oversee the ANA’s 
expanding programs of seminars, authentication and grading. In response to his appoint¬ 
ment, Bressett indicated that his immediate goal will be to bring greater harmony to the in¬ 
dustry and hobby by building a better understanding of the ANACS grading service through 
educational programs. 

Bressett brings an extensive numismatic background to his new position. For the past 
twenty years he has served as coordinating editor of R. S. Yeoman's Guide Book of United 
States Coins and the Handbook of United States Coins published by Whitman Coin Products, 
and has voluntarily assisted with many ANA projects. Some of the collector references co¬ 
authored by Bressett include Alaska’s Coinage Through the Years; Hawaiian Coins, Tokens 
and Paper Money; Let’s Collect Coins; The Fantastic 1804 Dollar; and Buying and Selling 
United States Coins. In 1962 he authored The Guidebook of English Coins, now in its 10th edi¬ 
tion. 

In addition to reference work, Bressett has written many articles for the coin collecting 
hobby, served as managing editor of the Whitman Numismatic Journal from 1964-1968, and 
has done extensive research on Early American coins. In 1977, he coordinated the editing 
and publishing of the American Numismatic Association’s grading standards book, and 
each year serves as an instructor at the ANA’s summer seminar program. 

He is a devoted member of the hobby, speaking at coin club meetings around the country. 
Bressett is a life member of both the American and Canadian Numismatic Associations, a 
Fellow of the American Numismatic Society and the Royal Numismatic Society of England. 
President Johnson appointed him to the United States Annual Assay Commission in 1966 and 
he was the 1978 recipient of the ANA Medal of Merit award. 

Donald Kagin, president of Kagin’s, said that although Bressett’s leaving the company 
would be a genuine loss, it is a move in the direction of the company’s policy to promote 
education and betterment of the hobby. 

The 1982 Gold Proof Sovereign and Half 
Sovereign 

Will be the Rarest in Forty-Five Years 

The announcement by the British Royal Mint that the strike of 1982 Gold Proof Sovereigns 
and Gold Proof Half-Sovereigns will be limited to only 22,500 of each coin worldwide, means 
that this will be the rarest minting of these Gold Proof denominations available to collectors 
since the coins of King George Vi’s coronation year, 1937. At this time, less than 5,000 of each 
will be available to North American collectors. 

The history of the sovereign in British coinage is significant. The gold sovereign, as we 
know it today, was first issued during the reign of George III, but has its origins in the year 
1485, the England of King Henry VII. The King took a special interest in coinage, and while 
the pound sterling had been in use for centuries as a monetary value, he directed that a gold 
coin of twenty shillings value be issued. The obverse depicted the King in his full regal splen¬ 
dour, and subsequently in view of this and his personal endeavour, the coin gained the 
nickname “sovereign.” Later however, the term was gradually supplanted by “guinea” 
due to the use of Guinea Coast gold in their minting. In 1717, the value of a guinea became 
established as 21 instead of 20 shillings. 

During the 18th Century, various guinea denominations dominated the circulating curren¬ 
cy amid a period of fluctuating gold values; frequently the gold content of the coins was 
worth more as bullion than legal tender, and they would be melted down or clipped. The in-

troduction at this time of the milled edge was a not very successful attempt to prevent filing 
and clipping! To overcome the problems and to create a more stable currency, new gold 
coinage was introduced. 

In 1817, during the final years of the reign of George III, the celebrated gem engraver, 
Benedetto Pistrucci, was recruited from Italy to produce the desing for the new sovereign. 
Pistrucci’s now classic portrayal of “St. George and the Dragon” has appeared on the 
reverse of every gold sovereign since 1887 and all U.K. gold coins since 1893, when it was 
similarly adopted for the half-sovereign. Previously the reverse design of the half-sovereign 
was a shield, the elements of which changed according to the reigning monarch. 

Praised for their beauty and design, British gold sovereigns are highly sought after by 
numismatic collectors the world over. The tremendously high standards that are set and 
achieved by the British Royal Mint are clearly apparent in the 1982 issue of Gold Proof 
Sovereigns and Half-Sovereigns. They share a common design: the obverse bears the 
renowned Arnold Machin portrait of Her Majesty Queen Elizabeth II, surrounded by an ab¬ 
breviated Latin inscription. “Elizabeth II by the Grace of God, Queen, Defender of the 
Faith; ” the reverse bears the aforementioned Pistrucci engraving. 

Each Proof Sovereign and Half-Sovereign is struck in 22 karat (.916) gold and minted with 
frosted relief on both obverse and reverse. The Sovereign weighs 7.98 grams and measures 
22.05 mm in diameter, while the Half-Sovereign weighs 3.99 grams and has a diameter of 
19.30 mm. Each coin is protected in a clear acrylic capsule, set in an attractive presentation 
case and accompanied by a comprehensive descriptive leaflet. 

The British Royal Mint’s Director of Marketing for North America, Mr. D. Martin Jones, 
anticipates an enthusiastic collector interest both in the U.S. and Canada, especially in view 
of the particularyy low minting. “1982 is proving to be an exciting year for British coinage 
and we’ve already received a great many enquiries concerning the new issues! ” 

Prices for the 1982 Gold Proof Sovereigns are $199 (U.S.) $244 (CAN), while the 1982 Gold 
Proof Half-Sovereign is $119 (U.S.) $147 (CAN). Orders and enquiries should be addressed 
to: British Royal Mint, c/o Barclays Bank, P.O. Box 2560, NY, NY 10163.

Speaking of his departure, Martin Jones who has become a popular figure at major 
numismatic occasions in the United States and Canada, said, “I’m sad to be leaving! It s 
been a wonderful experience and I just want to thank everyone who has made my stay here 
such a happy one.” 

Mr. Jones will be succeeded by Michael J. Mansley, Assistant Director of Marketing, who 
was one of the key figures in planning the Royal Mint’s move from London to Llantrisant, 
Wales, the site of its new minting facility since the early 1970’s. The changes become effec¬ 
tive immediately.

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America’s Best Legal Counterfeits 

A unique masterpiece of John Haberle. Oil painting of old worn-out bills of the 1880 series. 
This one is the Pioneer and Family. 

Here is what Clarence T. Hubbard has to say about Mr. Haberle: 

“The ‘$20 Bill’ - ‘Changes of Time’ - and ‘U.S.A.’ - all showing United States money in the 
form of old worn out bills are paintings. 

“Some people do not believe this. They insist the artist pasted these old bills and 
fragments onto a canvass, then put a plate glass over them! 

“They are so realistic in appearance that onlookers declare ‘No one could paint like that! ’ 

“Let me tell you what happened with John Haberle’s painting of U.S.A. There is a frag¬ 
ment of an old ten dollar bill, a full one dollar bill with a postage stamp stuck onto it, more of 
the ten dollar bill, and a newspaper clipping. 

“John Haberle, the artist, who passed on in 1933, lived in New Haven, Connecticut. This 
oainting, typical of the few canvasses of his that can be found, was perfection. He was an il- 
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lusionist with the brush. The painting was hung in a Chicago gallery. An art critic wrote that 
it was a fake, and that he proved it by pulling up a corner of the bill! 

“As soon as Haberle read of this, he grabbed a train for Chicago. There was what today is 
called a confrontation. His accuser, and representatives of the Institute and the Chicago 
Daily News, saw Haberle rub off some of the paint and prove that it was a genuine painting 
“It was such a good counterfeit, the Federal Government had to issue a letter of approval 
permitting the painting to remain in existence. It is now owned by Marvin Preston of 
Detroit, Michigan. He also owns ‘Changed of Time’ another painting by Haberle revealing a 
group of bills some coins and stamps, a clipping, all on the cover of an old door with butterf¬ 
ly hinges. The detail is just unbelievable. . „ 

“Haberle’s painting ‘Twenty Dollar Bill’ now hangs in the Museum of Fine Arts in Spr¬ 
ingfield, Massachusetts. It can probably be rated as the best counterfeit in the world. Some 
call this type of oil painting surrealism, but John Haberle was the master illusionist. 

k ‘Not many of his canvasses have been found. The few which have been discovered were of 
the type shown, composed of minutia of tremendous detail. He loved to paint postage 
stamps, newspaper clippings, theater ticket stubs, bills and coins. 

“Not too much is known about him but he was associated at one time w ith a Yale professor 
who was acclaimed the world’s greatest collector of fossils. It is speculated that Haberle got 
his training and inspiration for detail in the infinite care demanded of him in recording these 
items of collection. 

“Today his paintings are extremely valuable and the few around are either in museums 
or in the hands of private individuals. The Detroit Museum has his famous Grandma's Hear¬ 
thstone. But those mentioned above were the only ones discovered so far which featured 
United States money - and so perfectly. 

“Collectors can well salute this outstanding artist, even though the recognition comes 
posthumously. He was a master counterfeiter of legitimacy.”

Reference is made to your letter of November 14, 1969, and the attached letter from Mr. 
Walter Konopka of Coventry, Rhode Island, who requests permission from the Treasury 
Department to display a butterfly door depicting an 1880 $5 note for numismatic purposes. 

In that connection, title 18, United States Code, section 474, prohibits making any engrav¬ 
ing, photograph, print or impression in the likeness of obligations and securities of the 
United States, or any part thereof. The term “obligation or other security of the United 
States” is defined by section 8 of title 18, United States Code, to include all of the various 
forms of paper currency of the United States. 

From the description contained in Mr. Konopka’s letter accompanying your letter, it 
would appear that the reproduction of the $5 bill has been painted by an artist upon a butterf¬ 
ly door. 

In view of the foregoing, it is the opinion of this Office, in which the Office of the General 
Counsel concurs, that the reproduction is not in likeness or similitude to genuine currency 
and, therefore, its possession and exhibition is not a violation of the aforementioned statute 
and no special permission is necessary to display the painting.

“In God We Trust” Medal 
Presented to Historical Society 

At a recent dinner of the Delaware County Historical Society Mrs. Harry Bond of Haddon- 
field, New Jersey, presented the “In God We Trust” medal to the Society. This medal com¬ 
memorating the use of a religious motto on United States coins will become a valued part of 
the Society’s collection. 

The presentation was doubly significant since it was presented in person by Mrs. Bond 
who is the granddaughter and only known surviving descendant of the Reverend Mark 
Richards Watkinson, the Baptist minister who first suggested that a religious motto be plac¬ 
ed on the coins of our country. The medal was graciously donated for this purpose by Mr. 
Joseph M. Segel, Chairman of the Board of Directors of the National Commemorative Socie¬ 
ty. 

In an organization such as ours we owe debts of gratitude to many fine people who con¬ 
tribute of their time, efforts and substance to make a successful operation. At this time we 
would like to extend our most sincere thanks to a gentleman who makes a most outstanding 
contribution to MANA. This man is Mr. Joseph M. Segel, Chairman of the Board of Direc¬ 
tors of the National Commemorative Society, Inc. Mr. Segel donated Proof Number 1 of the 
National Commemorative Society’s Francis Scott Key coin-medal to be sold at MANA's 
Atlantic City Convention with proceeds to go to the American Numismatic Association 
Building Fund. In addition to his generosity in making this beautiful piece available for auc¬ 
tion, he placed a personal bid of $2,000.00 on the medal, the final selling price of which was 
$2,100.00. 

Mr. Segel is noted for his contributions to American Commerce. A former member of the 
faculty of the University of Pennsylvania, he is now president of the Jordan-Edwards Co., 
Publisher of the Counselor, chairman of the Board of Directors of National Business Ser¬ 
vices, Inc. and Chairman of the Board of Trustees of the non-profit Customer Relations 
Foundation. He is listed in World's Who’s Who in Commerce and Industry and his work has 
been praised in many business publications. We wish to thank him most heartily for his con¬ 
tributions to MANA in 1964 and in past years. 

To acquaint those who have not had the opportunity to see one of these medals with the 
beauty and value of these pieces a brief description of the medal offered in 1964 is in order. 
The Francis Scott Key medal was privately struck by the Nationl Commemorative Society. 
The one sold at MANA’s Atlantic City Convention was No. 1 of only three platinum proofs of 
this modern masterpiece. Platinum proof No. 2 was struck for display at the New York 
World's Fair ans will remain the property of the society. Proof No. 3 will be presented to the 
Smithsonian Institution. Technically speaking, the medal is 39 mm in diameter and is made 
of solid platinum in gem proof condition. As you can imagine, this rare item will appreciate 
in value over the years. Again, our thanks to Mr. Segel for his thoughtfulness and generosity 
in contributing so substantially to MANA. We hope that the Honorary Membership and cer¬ 
tificate of award presented to Mr. Segel by our organization will be a tangible indication of 
the esteem in which he is held by us all.
